company’s flume on San Bruno 
road, within the city limits, shall 
be lowered, as the city contem¬ 
plates improving that thorough¬ 
fare with cement curbs and side¬ 
walks. The flume is at present an 
obstruction, being above the offi¬ 
cial grade. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
City Engineer Waggoner was in¬ 
structed to make a survey of Mis¬ 
sion road, within the city limits. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
an ordinance providing that ped¬ 
dlers and solicitors from outside 
th? city shall pay a license tax of

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. 

Every person, iirnr or corporation 
who or which conducts the business of 
peddling, or whom from place to place 
offers to or does sell, barter or ex¬ 
change anything then in his or its 
possession in said City of South San 
Francisco (excepting, newspapers, 
periodicals and publications, and ex¬ 
cepting those who sell only to mer¬ 
chants and traders for resale), shall 
pay a license of forty (f>40) dollars per 
annum, payable quarterly in advance 
on the first day of July, October, Jan¬ 
uary or April. Every person who not 
having within said city a fixed place 
of business, regularly kept open, with 
some one in charge thereof, for the 
transaction of the particular business 
engaged in during the hours custom¬ 
ary for the transaction of such busi¬ 
ness, travels from place to place, and 
offers to ami does sell, barter or ex¬ 
change anything then in his posses- 
session, in said City of South San 
Francisco (excepting the persons and 
articles in this section excepted), shall 
be deemed a peddler within the mean¬ 
ing of this ordinance. But this sec¬ 
tion shall not apply to persons offering 
for sale fruit, vegetables or other pro¬ 
duce raised by themselves. 

Section 2. 

Every solicitor or order agent who 
shall solicit or take orders for the sale, 
exchange, delivery or barter of any 
goods, wares or merchandise, not then 
in his actual possession as a peddler 
(excepting newspapers, periodicals 
and publications) shall pay a license 
lax of forty ($40) dollars per annum, 
payable quarterly in advance on the 
lirst day of July October, January or 
April, provided, however, that this 
section shall not apply to wholesale 
agents who solicit orders from, and 
sell for resale to retail dealers only. 

Every person who not having within 
said city a fixed place of business 
regularly kept open with someone in 
charge thereof, for the transaction of 
the particular business engaged in 
during the hours customary for the 
transaction of such business, travels 
from place to place, and takes or re¬ 
quests orders for the future delivery of 
goods, wares and merchandise not 
then in his actual possession as a ped¬ 
dler (excepting -newspapers, periodi¬ 
cals and publications) shall be deemed 
a solicitor within the meaning of this 
ordinance. It is hereby provided, 
however, that this section does not ap¬ 
ply to persons who solicit orders for 
the future delivery of fruit, vegetables 
or other produce raised by themselves. 

Section 3. 

Every person, firm or corporation 
who or which shall commence, engage 
in or carry on the business of peddling 
or soliciting, whether as principal, 
agent, clerk, solicitor or otherwise, for 
the transaction or carrying on of which 
a license is above required, without 
having taken out and procured such 
license, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of 
not exceeding three hundred ($300) 
dollars, or by imprisonment for a pe¬ 
riod not exceeding three (8) months, 
or by both such fine and imprison¬ 
ment. 

Section 4. 

This ordinance shall be published 
once in The Enterprise, a weekly 
newspaper, printed and published in 
the City of South San Francisco, and 
shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 

Introduced the 12th day of Septem¬ 
ber, 1910. 

Passed and adopted as an ordinance 
of the City of South San Francisco at 
a regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, this 19th day of September, 
A. D. 1910, by the following vote:

Resolved, That it is the intention of 
the Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco to order the fol¬ 
lowing street work to be done in said 
city, to-wit: 

That that portion of Division street 
lying between the north line of Grand 
avenue and the south line of Lux av¬ 
enue, including all street intersections, 
be improved by constructing concrete 
curbs therein on the west side of said 
street and for the full length as above 
specified, excepting where such curbs 
are already constructed; and by filling 
in earth back of said curbs so as to 
bring sidewalks between curb and ar¬ 
tificial stone sidewalks to official

District Freight and Passenger 
Agent Diblee of the Western Pacific 
has announced that the Gould line 
will begin a seven-day service between 
San Francisco, and Chicago for canned 
and dried fruits, which lowers the 
new schedule of the Southern Pacific 
by one day, showing how close the 
competition is developing between the 
new and old railroads. 

The Western Pacific will outdo the 
older line by including hops on the 
fruit trains. Both the roads are fight¬ 
ing for the trade of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys. The West¬ 
ern Pacific, which broke all records 
for moving fresh fruit eastward, will 
send specials out of Stockton every 
alternate day until the business de¬ 
mands a daily service.

JAPANESE FLEES 
WITH UTAH MAID 


Apprehended At The Oakland 
Mole and Detained 

Miss Rayda Reed, daughter of James 
A. Reed of Smithville, Utah, and Kunio 
Toda, a Japanese, are being held by 
the authorities in Oakland as a result 
of their elopement a week ago. The 
pair were apprehended by Miss Don- 
aldina Cameron, head of the Presbyte¬ 
rian Chinese and Japanese Mission, 
San Francisco, as they were about to 
board an overland train at the Oak¬ 
land mole, bound for Seattle, where 
they had planned to be married. 

The pair were forced to flee from 
Utah because of the opposition to the 
marriage by the Bishops of the Mor-1 
mon Church in Salt Lake City, the 
girl’s father, according to her state- j 
ment, being a convert to that religion. | 

Miss Rayda Reed is a tall, statu¬ 
esque girl with a pale face, crowned 
by a wealth of black hair, and large, 1 
dark brown eyes. Her Nipponese 
sweetheart is scarcely 5 feet 3 inches j 
in height, and except for the fact that 
his eyes do not slant and his face is 
burned almost black from exposure to 
the sun, is not different in appearance 
from the ordinary Japanese laborer. 

This diminutive Oriental exercised 
such a weird fascination for the girl 
that she left her home in the dead of 
night and fled with him. 

They were awaiting to embark on 
an overland train bound for Seattle 
when Miss Cameron’s attention was 
attracted toward them. They were 
a strangely assorted pair. The girl, 
well dressed and refined in appear¬ 
ance, her companion short and shab¬ 
bily clothed, were the cynosure of all 
eyes as they loitered about the sta¬ 
tion. Mis Cameron approached them 
and questioned the girl. The young 
woman frankly informed her that she 
intended marrying the Japanese. Miss 
Cameron immediately telephoned to j 
Captain of Detectives Peterson, who 
dispatched Detective Dennis Holland 
on the case. The two were brought 
to the police station and questioned, 
after which Miss Reed was taken to 
the Young Woman’s Christian Asso 
ciation, and Toda was placed in jail. 

“I love Kunio; I will never marry 
anyone but him,” said the girl, after 
she had been interviewed by Peter¬ 
sen, who warned her of the dangers 
of such a marriage as she contem¬ 
plated. 


STATE FAIR MONEY MAKER 


Profits Will Pay Agricultural Society’ll 
Debts. 

The State Fair this year netted the 
State Agricultural Society more than 
$6000 clear profit, which is an un 
equaled event in the history of State 
fairs in California, and enough to 
meet the expenses of the society foi 
the ensuing year. This fact was made 
known following a meeting of the fail 
directors. The total expenses will ag¬ 
gregate about $40,000, while the re¬ 
ceipts came to $46,055.30, being made 
up of $15,000 from the admission gate, 
one-half from grandstands, $6888.37; 
one-half from box seats, $775; conces¬ 
sions $3391.93; State appropriation, 
$ 20 , 000 . 

A little over $37,000 of the money 
taken in at the gate went to the 
Fiesta Committee of the Dawn of 
Gold celebration, which brought the 
Cheyenne Wild West Show and Avia 
tor Hamilton to Sacramento. The di¬ 
rectors decided to hold next year's 
fair from September 2d to 9th, taking 
in Labor Day and Admission Day. This 
date will not conflict with other State 
fairs of the West and makes it possi¬ 
ble for a better harness meet. 

DICKINSON IS HONORED 


Secretary of War Given Unusual Hon¬ 
ors at Peking. 

A curious throng of Chinese, wear¬ 
ing blue skirts and queues, in innum¬ 
erable carts, on horses, donkeys and 
camels, waited an hour at Peking be¬ 
hind the Chinese troops lining the 
route from the railway station through 
the great Chein-Men; the front gate of 
Peking, to the American Legation. W. 
J. Calhoun, the American Minister, the 
other members of the legation and 
many Chinese officials in picturesque 
costumes, the Legation guard and a 
detachment of imperial guardsmen 
met the train which brought Jacob M. 
Dickinson, the American Secretary of 
War, and party from Hankow to Pek¬ 
ing. 

Secretary Dickinson was borne 
through the gates into the legation in 
a sedan chair, while he was heartily 
greeted on all sides. The programme 
for his entertainment is said to be the 
most elaborate ever arranged in honor 
of a foreign official visiting the Celes¬ 
tial capital. 


GLOBE EXPRESS GO. 
ENTERS COAST FIELD 


Will Handle Business Along the 
Western Pacific 

Officials of the Western Pacific have 
announced the advent of the Globe 
Express Company, the new competi¬ 
tor to the Wells-Fargo Company west 
of Salt Lake, to handle the business 
of the Gould lines. The new com¬ 
pany will have offices along the lines 
of the Western Pacific, and will han¬ 
dle business in the territory reached 
by the Western Pacific in California, 
Utah and Nevada. 

The new carrier going into the field 
gives San Francisco, Oakland, Stock- 
ton, Sacramento, Marysville and Oro- 
ville two competing express com¬ 
panies. For nearly fifty years, until 
the Globe Express Company got into 
the field, teh Wells-Fargo Company 
held full sway over almost the entire 
territory west of the Great Salt Lake. 

Has Opened Offices. 

The Globe Express Company really 
began its operations on the line of 
the Western Pacific early this month, 
but the advent of the new company 
was almost unheralded, and few real¬ 
ized how far reaching the effect of 
the competitor to the Wells-Fargo 
Company would he. The experimen¬ 
tal stage is over now and the new 
company is in the field in earnest.

After having evaded the police of 
San Francisco and the authorities of 
Humboldt county for nearly two 
months, Henry Voit, known as Henry 
Edwards, and accused of having mur¬ 
dered his roommate for his money, 
was arrested in San Francisco. The 
discovery of the body of Fritz under a 
hay stack at Shively, near Eureka, 
caused a wide sensation in Humboldt 
county on account of the lack of mo¬ 
tive for the murder. Fritz and Voit, 
who was working for the Pacific Lum¬ 
ber Company under the name of Ed¬ 
wards, were roommates and when 
Fritz’ body was found two days after 
his disappearance from the lumber 
camp It was also found that Edwards 
had dropped out of sight. 

Sheriff Hodge of King county, 
Wash., at the head of a force of seven 
deputy sheriffs, raided three of the 
largest gambling houses in Seattle 
just before midnight recently. Five 
axes taken along by the party were 
used freely in breaking down the 
doors of the places, and several hun¬ 
dred dollars’ worth of furniture and 
paraphernalia was destroyed. 

Driven to despair by lack of the act¬ 
ual necessities of life, Joseph Espit- 
tallier, once a wealthy business man of 
San Francisco, committed suicide at 
El Paso, Tex., by drinking carbolic 
acid. Espittallier came from France 
ten years ago accompanied by a wo¬ 
man named Blanche Masse. 

Kaiser’s Daughter May Wed. 

It Is reported in conection with the 
Kaiser’s present visit to Vienna that 
the engageemnt is being arranged of- 
the Kaiser’s only daughter, Victoria 
Louise, to Archduke Karl Franz, eld¬ 
est son of the late Archduke Otto. 
Archduke Karl would be Emperor of 
Austria, failing the succession of 
Franz Ferdinand. There are religious 
difficulties in the way, as the Arch¬ 
duke Karl is a Roman Catholic. 


King Emmanuel of Portugal has ap¬ 
pointed sixteen new peers, all of them 
supporters of the present ministry. 
The King also has signed a decree of 
amnesty to those who have given of¬ 
fense to the Government through 
newspapers.

It is made known that orders have 
been issued for the preliminary work 
on the new iron and steel foundry to 
be erected by the Southern Pacific in 
connection with its shops in Sacra¬ 
mento, making the largest institution 
of its kind in the West, and one of 
the finest ever constructed by a rail¬ 
road company. 

The City Trustees of Vallejo tabled 
an ordinance which proposed to in¬ 
crease the number of liquor licenses 
in city from fifty to fifty-five, in order, 
as was understood, to permit the run¬ 
ning dance halls and a negro club. 
The chief factor in the defeat of the 
ordinance, which was passed to print 
two weeks ago, was a letter from Rear 
Admiral Osterhaus, Commandant of 
the Mare Island Navy Yard, calling 
the attention of the Mayor to the cor¬ 
respondence which passed between 
the city officials and the Secretary of 
the Navy four years ago, when the 
latter threatened the virtual suspen¬ 
sion of work at the yard if the num¬ 
ber of saloons was not reduced. This 
had the effect of limiting the number 
to fifty. 

Crowded with 300 cannery hands, 
equipped with no tackle for launching 
the lifeboats, and her life preservers 
battened under a hatch, the ship Ta¬ 
coma, owned by the Alaska Packers’ 
Association, was struck on Wednesday 
night, just outside the Heads at Gold¬ 
en Gate, by the big steel freighter 
Isthmian, belonging to the American- 
Hawaiian Steamship Company. In 
shipping circles it is regarded as a mir¬ 
acle that no lives were lost, for had 
the Tacoma been struck a few feet 
farther back the collision would have 
cut off her bow, which was packed 
with men as tightly as her hold was 
with cases of canned salmon. As it 
was, she received the blow on her cat¬ 
head, the most heavily timbered part 
of the ship and protected by her chain 
cable. A staging was rigged out on 
the Tacoma and canvas battened over 
the hole near the water line The 
swell was light so that the ship took 
little water, and men could work on 
her. At dawn, she was picked up by 
the tug Pilot, and towed into port. 
The damage to the ship is estimated 
at $25,000, but the damage to the 
cargo will be unknown until it is 
learned how much water she took in.

Frank Bertan, who 

OF NOTED was voted a medal 

PEOPLE by Con £ress for he¬ 

roism at the battle 
of Manila bay, died at El Paso. He 
was a member of the crew of Admiral 
Dewey's flagship Olympia and when 
the Spanish flagship was sinking car¬ 
ried a line aboard her, saving nearly 
200 lives. Several European countries 
awarded him medals for bravery. 

Captain Henry Killman, formerly 
port captain at Seattle for the Pacific 
Packing and Navigation Company, 
died a few days ago at his home in 
Alameda. Captain Killman is remem¬ 
bered by many shipping men as the 
master of the full-rigged ship St. Paul. 
His last command was the ship Char¬ 
mer. 

After many days of illness and suf¬ 
fering, Alfred T. Coats, a resident of 
California since 1853, died at the home 
of his son, C. T. Coats, at Martinez. 
Alfred Coats was a native of New 
York State, and was 88 years old at 
the time of his death. 

Richard Turner, a pioneer jobbing 
merchant of St. Joseph, Mo., noted for 
his philanthropy, died at his home 
there aged 80 years. He made a for- 
tune in the early days freighting from 
the Missouri river to California. 

Andrew J. Gove, a pioneer of Cali¬ 
fornia, was found dead in his room 
on Third street, San Francisco, heart 
disease being the cause of his death. 
His lifeless body was found in bed by 
one of the attendants of the house. 

Louis Wollenberg, for a number of 
years a prominent resident of North 
Berkeley, died suddenly at his home 
there. Death was due to heart trou¬ 
ble.
